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Lowery Offers Cotton 
Improvement Suggestions

ITH the approach of another cot- 
W ion ginning season the quality of 
the Alabama cotton crop will again be- 
come a question mark in the minds of 
the trade, 

For many years the Alabama crop has 
been known far and wide for its in- 
ferior staple. This situation. has been 
greatly improved and the State has 
largely regained its reputation of years 
ago for good cotton. The question still 
remains, however, as to the permanence 
of this improvement. The State had the 
highest per cent of 15/16-inch and 
longer, in 1938 than in any other year. 
This may have been due partially to 
very favorable seasons. 

The better staple varieties such as 
DPL and Stoneville are being grown 
extensively in north Alabama, Clevewilt, 
Cook 144, and Dixie-Triumph in south 
Alabama. Thousands of farmers obtain 
a few seed every year or two from the 
breeders to plant seed patches to main- 
tain the purity of their crop. 

Cotton is being bought on the basis 
of staple length as well as grade and 
bale weight in many local markets. A 
few years ago staple length was almost 
an unknown term on most local mar- 
kets. With the greatly improved situa- 
tion with Alabama cotton it is impor- 


DALE HOG SALES 
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Association year runs from December 
to December) the members of the as- 
sociation meet to study business of the 
past year and to elect the usual officers 
of an association and a weigher and 
grader, 

On sale days the members begin to 
bring hogs about 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and continue to bring them in until 
two o’clock, Each producer is charged 
ten cents for each hog he sells through 
the association. This is his membership 
dues. The hogs are graded and at one 
o'clock are auctioned to the highest bid- 
der. The producer goes to the Secretary, 
gets an order on the bank and takes his 
money home with him the same day. 

Here is what the sales have meant to 
Dale County: 

In 1936, 4,687 producers sold 19,664 
hogs for $268,604.19 

In 1937, 4,600 producers sold 18,940 
hogs for $255,603.77 

In 1938, 5,095 producers sold 23,504 
hogs for $254,712.95 

In 1939, 3,907 producers have sold 
19,000 hogs for $136,433.62 

It will be noted that although more 
hogs were sold last year than in 1937 
farmers received less money. This is due 
to a lower price for hogs, says W. D. 
Thomason, county agent. 

Some cattle have been sold on the 
market and County Agent Thomason 
believes that within two or three years 
as more farmers begin to utilize peanut 
hay with beef cattle there will be a 
dependable market built up for cattle 
as well as for hogs. 

Cooperative sales patterned after Dale 
County’s are now being held in Monroe, 
Coffee, Pike, Geneva, Talladega, Cone- 
cuh, Sumter, Calhoun, Covington, 
Houston, and other counties. Wilcox 
County farmers will begin a sale soon 
and still other counties are making 
plans to hold sales in the near future. 


tant that every effort be put forth to 
maintain not only the present quality, 
but to make it better. Several things 
can be done wifiiin the next few weeks 
that will help this current season and 
in 1940 also. These are: 

Pick cotton promptly but not while 
wet or green. 

Store seed cotton in dry place and stir 
frequently to prevent heating. 

Do not gin wet or dew-damp cot- 
ton, 

Dump rolls, clean gin, and catch 
planting seed at breast, 

Arrange gin days for those growing 
the same variety from pure breeder 
seed unless the community is a 100 per 
cent one variety community. 

Do not permit cotton of good staple 
to be placed in ginning with cotton of 
short staple varieties, 

Store planting seed in dry building 
and do not permit them to heat. Many 
of the bad stands complained about in 
the spring are due to permitting the 
seed to become heated shortly after 
ginning, ~ 

Store bales in dry place and do not 
expose to weather. 

Competition from foreign countries 
and competition from other parts of the 
cotton belt make it imperative that the 
Alabama cotton crop be of the highest 
possible quality. 


Did You Know 


If cows and young stock go about 
gnawing off parts of the barn, nibbling 
on bones, or licking dirt, they probably 
lack phosphorus in their feed. The 
habit of chewing boards can be remedi- 
ed by feeding special steamed bone meal 
which supplies phosphorus. 


Carrots contain sodium, iron, iodine, 
silicon, chlorin, calcium, potassium, and 
sulphur, together with vitamins ,A, B, 
C, D, G, and E. Because of their rich- 
ness in vitamin A, carrots are used to 
produce an extract known as carotin 
which is widely recommended to build 
up body resistance against disease. 


Research at the Virginia agricultyral 
experiment station tends to prove that 
there is no essential difference between 
the carcass’ of a grass-fed steer and one 
finished on grain. The studies show that 
the shrinkage en route to market is 
slightly greater for the grass-fed ani- 
mals, but the dressing percentage is 
identical. Experienced meat graders are 
unable to identify the gfrass-fed car- 
casses with consistency, Meat from the 
grass-fed steers contains more vitamin 
A than grain-finished meat. 


Twelve homes of Milltown, Ala.,, 
Chapter FFA members have recently 
been landscaped through efforts of 
members, In addition, they are now 
preparing to sod lawns and build rock 
and cement walks up to their homes. 

New cuttings are rooted by the chap- 
ter annually, and the chapter hopes in 
a year or two that it can landscape 
cemeteries, churches, and schools of the

Better Sirup 


Want to have better sirup to go with 
those hot biscuits on cold winter morn- 
ings? 

It's possible to make Alabama sorg- 
hum and sugarcane sirup much better 
by new methods being adopted in many 
counties of the State. M. D. Harman, 
specialist in sirup and sirup crops of 
the Alabama Extension Service, says 
there are possibilities of not only mak- 
ing sirup better for the Alabaina folks 
who grow their own cane or sorghum 
but that commercial possibilities for 
sirup made by the new methods are 
bright.

Cover Crops Pay 


H, D, Humphrey, Hartselle, Ala., has 
found growing of cover crops and pas- 
tures protects the land and increases 
farm profits. 

Mr. Humphrey purchased his present 
farm in 1928. It had been planted in 
row crops for years and as a result was 
in a very eroded condition. He realiz- 
ed it would be impossible to make a 
living unless the soil fertility could be 
increased, 

He fertilized and seeded two acres to 
alfalfa, 16 acres to vetch, four acres to 
crimson clover, ten acres to improved 
pasture and two acres to lespedeza. He 
also had the Soil Conservation Asso- 
ciation to terrace his entire farm with 
power equipment, 

The result of Mr. Humphrey's fore- 
sight and work may be summed up by 
Saying that his pasture furnishes twice 
as much grazing as formerly, his cot- 
ton yield has been increased from 160 
pounds lint to over a bale per acre, and 
his corn increased from 12 bushels to 
46 bushels per acre. He also has two 
acres of alfalfa that yields eight tons 
of hay. 

In 1937 Mr. Humphrey installed lights 
and an electric refrigerator. He has also 
been able to remodel his home and in- 
stall other electrical applicances,

Oats Rae Good 
Livestock Feed 


LIMITED cotton acreage and a 
A low price make it imperative for 
farmers to produce feed and food crops 
at home. Feed for livestock must be 
produced economically. The dry sum- 
mers and uneven distribution of rain- 
fall make the production of corn and 
other summer feed crops too uncertain 
for providing ample feed every month 
each year, 

Oats is one of the best crops for Ala- 
bama farmers to grow to help insure 
that the farm will have plenty of grain, 
Oats occupy the land during the win- 
ter months, thereby protecting the land 
to a certain extent against winter rains, 
provide some grazing, in addition to 
producing grain, 

By observing a few precautions, most 
farmers can produce oats. In the first 
place, oats should be planted early; 
that is, from September 1 to October 15. 
Most failures with fall sown oats are 
due to waiting until after October 15 
to sow them. Second, oats should be 
treated for smut. This is a simple and 
inexpensive process. Third, oats should 
be top-dressed the latter part of Febru- 
ary or first of March with nitrogen, 
such as 100 to 200 pounds of nitrate of 
soda or the equivalent. 

The oat crop may be grazed up until 
time to apply the nitrogen, providing it 
is not grazed too heavily. 

Many farmers follow a rule of plant- 
ing one sack of oats for each head of 
workstock, This is not a bad plan and 
farmers who follow it are never forced 
to buy feed to finish their crops. 

Oats may be harvested with ordinary 
mowing machines, or with combines, 
where available. Where neither of these 
is available, a small acreage could be 
harvested with the old-fashioned cradle. 
This, of course, involves labor but it 
will prevent feed bills.

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favorable climatic and soil condition they 


are hatched in much the same way as 


baby chicks. Then they lie in the soil until another unshod foot comes into 
contact with the soil, and the above- described process is repeated, 

Hookworms can be removed from the intestines by certain drugs, and the 
victim shows almost immediate improvement, However, re-infestation is almost 
certain to follow when the bare feet again come into contact with hookworm-in- 
fested soil. The problem can be effectively solved, therefore, only by the wearing 
of shoes to protect the feet against infestation or by preventing infestation of the 
soil through the use of sanitary privies and sewers. 

Pellagra, another form of illness found largely in rural areas, in spite of the 
fact that it is a diet-deficiency disease, has been characterized as “the red plague.” 
It is more prevalent in the late spring and early summer, presumably as a result 
of the improper diet of the winter months, It is a counterpart in humans of the 


black tongue prevalent among dogs and 


also due of course to diet tary defects, 


Although pellagra can be cured by correction of the patient's diet and by 
the use of yeast, it, like the other diseases that have been mentioned, can be com- 
batted most successfully through prevention. A well balanced diet, with plenty of 
green vegetables, eggs and milk, is regarded as an effective defense against it. 

Typhoid fever is not particularly a rural disease per se, but rural residents are 
in greater danger of contracting it than city dwellers because they do not enjoy 
the protection provided by the authorities of most cities in the way of close, 
watchful supervision of milk and water supplies. Lacking such supervision, they 


should avail themselves of the protection 


afforded by typhoid vaccine, which is 


furnished free by the State Department of Health and administered by private 


physicians and county health officers.

For example, a farm hag 
acres of cropland, It has a cot- 
ton acreage allotment of 20 acres 
and a 1989 peanut acreage allot- 
ment of 20 acres, This farm’s soil 
building allowance is $42.00, This 
allotment was calculated as fol- 
lows: 20 acres cotton acreage al- 
fotment plus 20 acres peanut acre- 
age allotment equals 40 acres, 100 
acres of cropland minus 40 acres 
equals 60 acres, 60 acres times 
(0c per acre equals $42.00. 

Farms that haye commercial or- 
chards and fenced non-crop open 
pasture land in excess of one-half 
of the cropland will have slightly 
higher soil building allowances be- 
cause credit is given for these 
items under the program, ‘The 
soil building allowance for the ma- 
jority of the farms in this county, 
however, will be figured as shown 
above, . 

The Agricultural Adjust ment 
Administration in allotting Coffee 
County a soil building allowance of 
$74,900, felt that by doing so it 
would induce farmers in the coun- 
ty to carry out enough soil build- 
ing practices to earn it. This 
amount of money is intended to 
assist farmers in the county in 
establishing approved practices on 
their farms that are not already 
established practices, 

Farmers in this county have am- 
ple time to carry out enough ap- 
proved practices to earn their 
maximum soil building allowances. 
Some of these practices are as 
follows: 

Practice No, 3: Seeding winter 
legumes, (Winter legumes include 
such crops as Austrian Winter

I, Find the One in Need. 

It {1s not always that the one with 
the deepest need 
known. In fact, it is commonly true 
that those who have the greatest 
need and 
worthy of help keep their sorrows 
to themselves. Certainly it is true 
that those afflicted with the leprosy 
of sin do not often come to church. 
We must go out and seek them and 
bring them in. 

One of the weaknesses of many 
churches today is that they go 
through their regular services, 
which may include preaching the 
gospel, and then they lament the 
fact that sinners do not come to the 
services to hear and be saved. Let 
us be reminded that it is our busi- 
ness to go out into the highways 
and the byways to find those in need, 
Naaman's experience illustrates how 
the simple word of a little slave 
girl was instrumental in bringing the 
leper in touch with the man of God. 
Had she failed in her responsibility, 
the prophet would have missed his 
opportunity to minister. Even the 
humblest believer has his important 
work, seeking out the lost and 
needy, and may thus be the means 
of bringing about great blessing, 


II. Locate and Diagnose the Con- 
dition. 

Naaman knew that he had leprosy, 
but he did not know that he had a 
blight of soul called pride. The 
prophet, acting under the guidance 
and control of God, struck right at 
the heart of things when he directed 
Naaman to crush his pride and to 
show his faith by obeying God's 
command to wash seven times in the 
Jordan: 

The story has many important ap- 
plications. Let us be sure that in 
our efforts to help people physically 
or socially, we get through to their 
real need, the need of Christ. Let 
us also be careful not to modify or 
change God's requirement. There 
is one way of salvation—through 
faith in Christ; there is no other 
remedy for sin. A man ‘must be 
born again’ or “he cannot enter 
the kingdom of God" (see John 3: 
3-7). If men are too proud to go 
that way, they cannot be saved. 
Observe also that there was no re- 
spect of persons on the part of Eli- 
sha. Naaman was a great and dis- 
tinguished man, ready to bestow 
rich gifts, but the man of God had 
no interest in those things. He want- 
ed only to give God's message, 

Ill. Apply the Remedy. 

One would be quick to condemn 
the trained physician who, having 
found his patient and having given 
his attention to his need, made a 
careful and accurate diagnosis and 
then sent him away without apply- 
ing the cure which was in his pos- 
session, As the servants of Christ 
the great Physician, engaged in the 
cure of souls, we need to be equally 
wise. It is commendable to engage 
in a discussion of the problems of 
needy men and women, expressing 
our heart interest in that need. It 
is desirable that we clarify our 
knowledge of their need and accu- 
rately understand the truth of the 
gospel which meets that need. How- 
ever, all of these things are quite 
meaningless unless they result in the 
bringing of the gospel to bear on the 
lives of the unconverted,

NEW GAME AND FISH 
‘REGULATIONS LISTED 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Changes 
in the squirrel season and fixing 
& closed season on rabbits in Ala- 
bama are included in the 1939-40 
Games and Fish Regulations, an- 
nounced this week by Dr. Walter 
B. Jones, Director of the State 
Department of Conservation. 


The rabbit, on which there has 
been no closed season in the past, 
will enjoy protection from hunters 
using guns except in the open sea- 
son which was fixed as October 1 
through February 20, During this 
Open season on rabbits there is 
no bag limit. Rabbits may be 
hunted the year round with sticks 
and dogs. 

Instead of having a uniform 
State-wide open season on squir- 
rels, Dr. Jones announced that 
there would be a split season this 
year for North Alabama and 
South Alabama, with U. S. High- 
way 80 being the dividing line. 
The open season in North Ala- 
bama will be October 1 through 
January 1, and for South Alabama, 
October 15 through January 15. 

Open season on ducks, doves and 
other migratory birds under the 
jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment, are expected to be announc- 
ed soon, 

The new State hunting regula- 
tions provide that federal firearms 
regulations apply to all hunting 
in Alabama, In other words, hunt- 
ers taking any game bird or ani- 
mal in Alabama this year must 
use a plugged shotgun not larg- 
er than 10 gauge and which will 
not hold more than three shells 
at one loading. 

Bag limits and open season on 
deer remain the same, November 
20 to December 31, with the ex- 
ception that several additional 
counties were closed to deer hunt- 
ing this year, The counties in 
which deer hunting is closed this 
year are as follows: Butler, Jef- 
ferson, Walker, Tuscaloosa, Mor- 
gan, Winston, Lawrence, Franklin, 
Cullman, Talladega, Calhoun, Clay, 
Cleburne, Bibb, Chilton, Perry and

URGES 


AUBURN, Ala.— As you start 
your cotton pickers into the field 
this year give them a little “pep” 
talk about the importance of keep- 
ing the cotton free of leaves and 
trash, says J, C, Lowery, exten- 
sion agronomist, 

Tell the pickers what the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture and the 


State agricultural 


colleges have 


found about the effect of trash 


on 


the quality of cotton. 


Tell 


them, for example, that extra care 
in picking has raised the quality 
of cotton an average of a full 
grade over cotton picked in the 
usual way. Between the extremes 
of good and poorly picked cotton, 
the specialists have found an ay- 
erage difference of as much as 
two full grades, 

Remind the pickers what these 
differences in grade mean in the 


value of a bale.

Explain to them 


clean picking may increase 


the value anywhere from one dol- 
lar to six dollars a bale, depend- 
ing on the particular type of cot- 


ton. 


Point out, too, that even if 


you take your cotton to a gin hay- 
ing good cleaning equipment, the 
cleaner can't undo all the damage 
caused by the trash, 

Here is a point about the trash 
problem to keep in mind yourself. 
Remember that the chance of get- 
ting trash in the cotton increases 
as the plants get older and drier, 
Early in the season, the bracts of 
the bolls are all that give much 


trouble. 


But later on, the leaves 


dry out and shatter much more 
readily. The bolls that open late 
are often damaged and immature, 


and the burs are 


more apt to 


break and get mixed up with the 


fiber,

lias been fighting the bitter weed 
for several years but so far ag I 
cun tell we have about as many 
bilter weeds as we had when I 
Hlarted my fight. Some farmers 
feel that the boll weevil is our 
worst enemy and that is true if 
we are determined to be cotton 
farmers but if we are diversified 
farmers we might find that the 
boll weevil has done us a tavor, 
Anyway, we will accept the state- 
ment that the boll weevil is our 
worst pest and we will put the 
bitter weed next, The writer 
thinks that the common bitter 
weed is one of our worst enemies 
us it is with us always, The bit- 
ter weed not only destroys our 
pasture but it also ruins the milk 
while it is taking the pasture, It 
seoms to me that the bitter weed 
tries Lo break us from drinking 
milk before it takes over the pas- 
ture, We should at least thank 
the weed for giving us notice of 
its intention of taking over our 
pastures, We cannot drink milk 
if we have bitter weeds in the pas- 
ture and we cannot hope to have 
au pasture if we permil it to grow, 
Our government has spent much 
money fighting pests in the past. 
Much money will be spent in the 
future doing the same kind of 
work but no one has ever request- 
ed that something be done about 
the common bitter weed, 1 would 
like to see a fight put on against 
the bitter weed, I believe we 
could eradicate it in a few years 
if we all went at it with the prop- 
er determination, 
a * * * * 

HOW TO FIGHT THE BITTER 
WEED —Of course every good 
farmer will see to it that there 
ere no bitter weeds in his pasture. 
This is not so hard to do if we 
will stay at it all the time, but we 
cannot eradicate the bitter weed 
by a few farmers fighting it in 
one pasture, There will be enough 
weeds by the roadside and in the 
woods to keep the seed scattered 
ali over the country. If we are 
to blot out this pest we must ail 
do it together. The State should 
pass a law which compels every 
land owner to keep it destroyed 
on his land and then the State or 
Federal government should see tu 
it that it is destroyed in the woods 
and along the roads. It would 
take about two years to do the 
job and we would all benetit there- 
ufter. This would not be very 
expensive as it would not last but 
a short time, Two months in the 
summer for two summers would 
just about do the job. It would 
be hard to estimate the amount of 
good to come from such an effort, 

* * + * * 

FIGHTING THE BITTER 
WEED AT HOME — Every farm- 
er should make it his business to 
see to it that not one bitter weed 
matures seed on his farm, The 
very first time you see a yellow 
top is the exact time when it 
should be destroyed, There are 
several ways of fighting the bit- 
ter weed but I like the pulling-up 
plan best. This plan is pretty hard 
if you wait until your pasture is 
full of weeds before you begin but 
it is easy if you start in time, If 
your pasture is covered with bit- 
ter weeds you should plow it up 
about the time you see the first 
yellow top, Turn the weeds under 
with a steel beam and of course 
they will not mature seed. If this 
is done at the proper time most 
of the seed will have sprouted and 
by killing the young weeds there 
will. not be many seed to come up 
the next year. There will be some 
seed to come up the next year as 
some seed do not germinate until 
the second year. After you have 
plowed under the bulk of the weeds 
you must watch around the stumps 
and the fences as a few weeds will 
scatter more seed than you can 
destroy. Every weed left by the 
plow should be pulled up and burn- 
ed if it has a yellow top. If you 
pull them up and do not burn them 
the seed will be scattered by birds 
and by the wind and you will have 
a new crop the next spring. By 
burning the weeds there is no dan- 
ger of the seed being scattered, 
You should not only pull the weeds 
up at the time you do your plow- 
ing but you should watch the pas- 
ture and keep them pulled up as 
fast as they put on a yellow top. 
One small child can do this work 
if you will assign him to the task 
and then see that he does it, If 
there are weeds around your pus- 
ture they should also be destroyed 
as the seed will be blown ali over 
your pasture. I would suggest 
that you try to get every yellow 
top within 200 feet of your pas- 
ture, There is no other work on 
the farm which will be as profit- 
able as that of destroying the bit- 
ter weeds, It all depends on how

Swinging weed cutter is all right 
to cut the weeds with but I would 
not let it strike the first weed with 
a yellow top, It is also a bad prac- 
tice to use a common hoe, I have 
seen folks cutting down bitter 
weeds with a hoe, They thought 
they were destroying the weeds 
but they were scattering the seed 
worse than if they were left alone, 
The one thing you should remem- 
ber not to do is not to scatter the 
seed or leave the tops so other 
forces can scatter the seed, 
* * * * * 

HiOW TO PUT ON THE FIGHT 
—I would like to suggest to you 
the best way to fight the bitter 
weed, If your pasture is covered 
or if parts of it are covered you 
should plow under all those sec- 
tions which are covered with 
weeds. Of course this must be 
cone before the yellow tops show 
up, If there are a few yellow 
tops you might pull them up and 
then plow the others under. After 
this has been done make a trade 
with some one to do the rest. 
Build a box about the middie of 
your pasture where the weeds are 
and make a trade with your young 
son to get all the yellow tops that 
come after you have done the 
plowing. I would suggest that you 
pay him every Saturday, provided 
you cannot see a yellow top in 
the pasture. It will not take but 
a few minutes to look the pasture 
over, In this way you will get 
them all. Have the boy pull the 
weeds up as the yellow tops ap- 
pear. Do not allow him to pull 
the tops off as he will scatter the 
seed when he does this. Place all 
the gathered weeds in this box 
and when you have finished the 
box and weeds should be burned. 
If this rule is followed you will 
not be bothered with bitter weeds. 
It will be necessary to watch your 
pasture each year and pull all the 
scattering weeds as they appear, 
Birds and cattle will scatter a few 
seed and you must keep up the 
fight as long as your neighbor has 
bitter weeds. If we would all de- 
Stroy them the fight would be over 
as there would not be any seed 
to be blown over into your pasture. 
Are you will to do your part? I’m 
guessing that your good wife is 
more ready to do her part and the 
children will gladly join in, You 
seem to be the one thing in the 
way.

Sessions, he championed lepisla- 
tion to make landowners of ten- 

ant farmers, 

Senator Lister Hill, one of the 
more conspicuous young members, 
became Senate manager of the 
South's fight for reduced railroad 
freight rates, As finally passed, 
the railroad bill contained a direc- 
tion to the ICC to investigate in- 
terterritorial charges on manufac- 
tured articles and to eliminate any 
differentials that were unlawful or 
unjust, 

As in the House, where he sery- 
ed for years, Hill interested him- 
self in military affairs and never 
missed a chance to get in a good 
word for the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. As a member of the 
commerce subcommittee on rivers 
and harbors, he advocated the 
$66,000,000 ‘Tennessee - Tombigbee 
canal and other waterway im- 
provements. 

Representative Henry B. Stea- 
gall, chairman of the important 
banking and currency committee, 
was a key figure in many of the 


those over lending and housing. 
He introduced both of these meas- 
ures and many others of national 
consequence, including the REC 
and Commodity Credit Extensions, 
and steered legislation to imple- 
ment the barter of American cot- 
ton for British rubber, 

Representative Sam Hobbs is the 
Alabama authority in Congress on 
legal and constitutional questions, 
As a member of the judiciary com- 
mittee, he has been active on a 
variety of legislation, frequently 
taking part in House debate. ‘Too, 
he became the leader of a South- 
crn movement looking to a stabili- 
zation of the cotton seed market. 

AS &@ member of the Dies com- 
mittee on un-American activities, 
Representative Starnes has figured 
prominently in the news for the 
last yea. He was the author of 
legislation to restrict immigra- 
tion. He led an ill-fated drive to 
continue the life of the Public 
Works Administration, which he 
insisted had a program more feas- 
ible than that proposed by the 
lending’ bill, 

Representative Frank W. Boy- 
kin undertook to “sell” his home 
city of Mobile to House colleagues 
and to prospecting Northern in- 
dustry. To him, the session's 
brightest spot was a War Depart- 
ment decision to build an $8,000,000 
air depot a mile south of the Ala- 
bama port city. As in previous 
sessions, he denounced the wage- 
hour law. 

Representative Pete Jarman has 
served as chairman of two House 
committees during his first two 
terms as a congressman. In the 
75th Congress he headed the mem- 
orials committee. This year, he 
became chairman of the printing 
committee, and thus got one of 
the Capitol’s spacious office suites, 
A major portion of his time this 
Session Was consumed by the For- 
eign Affairs Committee. 

The TVA, which ran into con- 
gressional trouble on its purchases 
of privately owned utilities, was 
the session's No. 1 worry of Rep- 
resentative John Sparkman. He 
led a floor fight for the TVA’s 
program, With other friends of 
the development, he succeeded in 
getting the controversy settled in 
such a way that TVA was able 
to proceed with its bond plan. He 
also was active on other doings 
of the military committee, of 
which he is a member, 

Representative Luther Patrick, 
an ardent New Dealer, delighted in 
heckling the Republican member- 
ship for what he termed a do-noth- 
ing philosophy. In spare mo- 
ments, he writes poetry on the 
lighter side of politics. A mem- 
ber of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee, he participated fre- 
quently in the debate on railroad 
and freight rate legislation.

of cotton, Over in Coffee County 
this is not a dream but a reality. 

The Cotton house, located about 
two and a half miles from Elba, 
has just been completed by the 
Farm Security Administration and 
is giving promise of a new use 
for surplus cotton. 

Construction of the house is an 
experiment by the United States 
Department of Agriculture that 
farmers may be able to “grow” 
their own homes if the experiment 
proves satisfactory. 

The Coffee County house utilizes 
cotton for roofing and exterior 
walls. Cotton duck, approximately 
24 ounces weight to the square 
yard, or a No, 7 quality, is stretch- 
ed over five-sixteenths inch ply 
board or other smooth backing, 
and is adhered by a special com- 
pound composed of latex rubber 
and casein, 

Copper or galvanized nails, spac- 
ed six inches apart and closer, aid 
in perfecting the bond between 
the cotton duck and the ply board. 

The roof is covered in the same 
way and is painted to harmonize 
with the other exterior finish. The 
side walls are covered with a mix- 
ture of white lead and linseed oil 
and with this treatment every 
four or five years, J, R. Oggs, res- 
ident engineer for the FSA in 
Coffee, said the house could with- 
stand normal weather for half a 
century or more, 

Cost of the five-room house, 
having about 650 square feet of 
floor space, is about $1,350 includ- 
ing modern plumbing fixtures and 
electrical wiring, Mr. Oggs said. 

This will cost practically the 
same as one of wood construction, 
the engineer pointed out. He add- 
ed that with mass production this 
cost could be cut approximately 
20 per cent, 

The treated cotton duck on the 
outside walls and roof is air-tight 
and water-tight and forms a per- 
fect insulation—making the house 
cooler in summer and warmer in 
winter, 

The resident engineer told how 
cotton duck had been used on bat- 
tleship decks for many years and 
a special treatment now impreg- 
nates the texture, making it ca- 
pable of withstanding severe ex- 
terior exposures, 

Tests indicate it is weatherproof 
and sufficiently resistant to fire 
to be accorded a favorable rating 
by the Bureau of Fire Under- 
writers,
